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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 28-40, drawn to a composition comprising hydrogen peroxide; a 
hydrophilic moisturizing agent; a hydrophobic moisturizing agent ; an 
exfoliant; and an anti-inflammatory agent, classified in class 514, subclass 
714. 616, 739, and more +. 

II. Claims 41-50, drawn to a method of managing skin condition using the 
composition of group I, classified in class 514, subclass 714, 616, 739 and 
more+. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case, the invention of group II 
can be practiced with materially different product such as a combination of polyhydric 
alcohol and anti-oxidants, retinoids, anti-inflammatory agents as evidenced by 
numerous patent and non-patent literature, see US 4540572 as supporting document. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
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because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Election of species 

1 . Upon the election of patentably distinct invention, applicant is further required to 
elect a patentably distinct species: 

a. Exfoliant(Claims 34-37): an enzymatic exfoliant, an mono-hydroxyacid, a 
polyhydroxyacid, an alphahydroxy acid, a beta-hydroxyacid, tannic acid, glycolic acid, 
lactic acid, citric acid or salicylic acid. 

b. skin condition(claim 42) such as rosacea, acne, etc. 

c. Second dermatological agent(claims 44-46) such as ibuprofen, panthenol, 

etc. 

Because a combination drug is not obvious over a combination drug containing 
different materials(species) under USC 103, a combination drug is considered to be a 
patentably distinct over other combination drug. 

2. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, 
even though this requirement is traversed. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single disclosed species 
(i.e. a specific combination) to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify the claims readable on the 
elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is 
allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 
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Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or othenn/ise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. 
MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Conclusion 

1. No claim is allowed. 

2. All pending claims are subject to restriction/election requirement.
